HIS Spider was of a ſcarlet colour, much reſembling 
that of velvet ; its feelers were ſomething longer than is 
uſually found in Spiders of this bigneſs. It was found 


in Cain-Hood at the beginning of June. They are 
likewiſe found in gardens on the bodies of trees : thele 


laſt are ſomething ſmaller than thoſe found in the woods. Thele 


Spiders are accounted Venomous. 


NL. II. 


THIS Spider was of an aſh colour, the upper ſide of the belly 
marked with black, the under ſide, of the ſame colour, without marks or 
ſpots. It had two black ſhining ſpots on the fore part of the body, and

three on each ſide, two between the feelers, in theſe ſpots ſtand their 
eyes, in number eight, placed in a ſemicircular manner, the two up- 
permoſt being the largeſt. I have obſerved the Spiders, which have 
their eyes ſtanding in this manner, catch their prey, by jumping on it. 


N'. III. 


THESE Spiders are of a blackiſh colour, with a lightiſh ſtreak on 
their back. They are found in the ſpring time running on the ground, 
under the dead graſs in the fields and hedges. In the beginning of 
June, they are found with their egg-bag, which is flattiſh and of a 
darkiſh colour, faſtned to the under part of their bellies, which they 
run very lightly away with. By the beſt obfervacion with glaſſes, 
they are found to have but four eyes; which are placed as they are 
expreſſed over the head of the Spider in the Plate. 


= _ X 
THIS Spider is of a dark aſh colour, finely ſpotted with black all 
over the belly, back, and legs; having a ſtreak of white in the mid- 
dle of the back, and upper fide of the belly. Its legs are ſomething 
lighter than the other parts, and the ſpecks ſomething ſmaller. It had 
fix eyes, ſtanding as they are placed over the Spider in the Plate, the 
rwo foremoſt of which are the leaſt. | 


N. V. 


TAE back of this Spider was of a lead colour, the upper fide of 
the belly of a reddiſh or browniſh caſt, finely marked. The legs were 
marked with large ſpots of black and hair-colour. Its feelers are like 
ſhining globes, a little inclining to an oval figure, of a dark colour, 
almoſt black. It could not be diſtinctly obſerved how many eyes it 
had. It was taken, in the beginning of April, on a burdock.

The eyes are ſo ſmall, that it could not be perceived how many it 
had, or their manner of ſtanding.

TAIs Spider was all over of a light hair- colour, with a black ſpot 
on the upper ſide of its belly, the under fide of which was of an aſh 
colour; it was taken in the fields, in the beginning of April, running 
amongſt the leaves and dead grals. 


N'. VIII. 


T x18 Spider was of a dark colour, the upper fide of the belly being 
finely marked with a row of circular ſpots from the back to the end of 
the tail with a ſcolloped line on each fide ; the back was dark on each 
ſide, and light in the middle. It had two eyes ſtanding as they are 
placed in the Plate, over the head of the Spider. Its feelers were long 
and ſlender, as are all thoſe of the female Spiders, the male having 
globular bunches or knobs at the ends of their horns or feelers: the young 
ones are marked exactly like the old ones ; only they look very pale 
which makes them appear as if they were naked, but may be eaſily 
known. This is one of the houſe Spiders, whoſe vertues are excellent 
in the cure of intermitting fevers, when the bark and other remedies 
have failed, as I have often experienced on ſeveral, both old and young; 
the uſe of which I will now publiſh for the benefit of the poor and 
country people, who are remote from the help of phyſicians. 

The Uſe. « R. As much of the clean web of the houſe Spider as 


the weight of two ſcruples ; Mithridate two drams ; mix and give 
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c it to the patients the night before the fit; let them take after it 
4 four ounces of treacle- water, and go to bed and cover themſelves 
« warm, endeavouring to ſweat. They will have a moſt ſevere fit 
cc after the taking the firſt doſe, bur after the ſecond doſe it will leave 
« them. By this method I have cured many people of ſtubborn and 
« long continu'd tertzan, quartan, and quotidian Fevers, particularly 
« ſome of the ſervants of the Honourable Colonel Shut, when their 
& taking the Bark for a long time failed: as alſo Dame Hughes of Totten. 
« ham-Conurt Road of a tertian Ague of three years continuance, with 
« many others. I have likewiſe cured ſeveral children, Both male and 
« female, by hanging a large Spider confined alive in a box about 
« their neck, reaching to the pit of the ſtomach, without giving any 
« internal rompddics. Their web, with the addition of Frog-ſpawn, 4 
« is a moſt excellent ſeyptick for bleeding at the noſe, or any ſlight 7 
« wound of the body.” 

The Uſe. R. The clean web of the houſe Spider, and dip it in 
ce the ſpawn of Frogs, beaten as you would the whites of eggs, ſeve- 
< ral times letting it dry on pewter, or earthen plates, between each 
« time of dipping it, and keep it in a box cloſe ſtopt from air, and 
apply it when you have occaſion. With this remedy I faved a 
gentleman of worth in E:ncolns-Inn-Fields, who had bled at the 
noſe ſeveral hours, when all the applications failed which were uſed: 
by two eminent Surgeons.” | | | 
I HAVE obſerv'd, ſince I writ this, a ſmall Ichneumon Fly to lay 
its eggs on the egg-bags of the houſe Spider, the worms of them pe- 
netrating the bag, eat up the eggs, leaving the skins ; and then make 
themſelves ſmall "OM caſes, in which they change 15 Flies, which 
come out in the beginning of May.

hairy; and. on- the outſides of them there was a bright knob of white; 
incircled with yellow, which made it appear as if a little ſtone had 
been ſet therein : it had eight eyes ſtanding as they are expreſſed over 
the Spider in the Plate. This was a male Spider, and was taken in a 
houſe in the beginning of April.

ſoft downy look : it had long feelers, and eight eyes ſtanding as they 
are expreſſed in the Plate. It was taken in a garden at Hackney, a- 
bout the middle of April. 

ANOTHER of the ſame kind was taken about the middle of May, 
with a large bag of eggs faſtned to its tail, the outſide of which was 
white, with a caſt of blew. There has been found ſeveral degrees in 
bigneſs of theſe Spiders, and the colours the ſame; ſo that they do not 
alter or change their colours as they grow bigger. An endeavour was 
made to take the egg from it; but ſhe was not willing to part with 
it, but ſtrove to hold it by clapping her legs about it a great many 
times: and when taken away, would run to it, and catch hold of it, 
endeavouring to pull it to her again.

Taxis ſmall Spider was black on the back; the upper fide of the 
belly had a black line running through the middle of it, with a border 
of white on each ſide of it, croſſed on each joint by a ſmall black 
line; the feelers were very ſmall. It had eight eyes ſtanding in a ſe- 
micircular form, as they are expreſſed in the Plate. It was taken in a 
dry bank near lington, on the fourteenth of April.

Txr1s longiſh Spider hath a ſtripe of orange-colour on the middle 
of its back, and down the middle of the upper fide of the belly,

Mood, on the fourteenth of April, running in the dead graſs and 
leaves. This is a female.

Tu Is longiſh Spider was of a light hair- colour, the darkeſt part 
being on the upper ſide of the belly, and coming off in a very light 
ſhadow on the ſides. It had a light ſtreak on the top of the back z 
the feelers had large knobbed and pointed ends. It had four eyes, 
ſtanding as is expreſſed over the Spider in the Plate. It was taken 
about the middle of April in Caiu-li bod, running on the ground un- 
der ſome dead leaves and graſs. This is a male.

THIS Spider was of a dark colour, having a pretty broad ſtreak of 
light hair-colour in the middle; and in the middle of that ſtreak a ſmall 
black line, the reſt of the back being black ; the upper part of the belly 
had a ſmall hair-colour'd line, in ſhape of a longiſh ſquare. It had fix 
eyes ſtanding as they are expreſſed in the Plate. Its feelers were long 
and ſlender : it was taken in Caiu- od about the middle of April, in 
the dead leaves. One of theſe Spiders was taken at the beginning of 
June with its egg bag under its belly, which was round and white.

T 11s ſmall long legged Spider was ſo finely marked that it was im- 


poſſible to deſcribe it, either in words or colours; there being ſo fine a 
mixture of green, red, and black interchangeably put together in pretty 
ſhapes ; the legs were alſo finely marked in the ſame manner; the eyes 
were ſo ſmall as not to be diſcerned. It was taken on the body of a 
tree in Caim-J/ood, about the middle of April. 


Ne. XXV. 
T HE back of this Spider is of a cheſnut colour, and ſmall, the belly 


large, the upper part of which is of a yellow, white, and orange colour, 
very agreeably mixed in pretty ſhapes, the legs orange colour with dark 
ſpots. The feelers were ſlender ; it had fix eyes ſtanding as expreſſed 


in the Plate. It was taken on a tree in Cain-Hood, about the middle 
of April.

each ſide of the belly; its feelers ſmall ; the two foremoſt legs were 
longer than the other. It was taken in Caiu- ii ood, about the middle 


of April.

TH1s is one of the moſt beautiful Spiders, if you look on it with a 
Microſcope, as is poſſible to be ſeen ; there is ſuch a variety of marbling 
in pretty ſhapes of ſeveral colours, viz. black, cheſnut, rediſh, and white

mixt all over the back, the belly, legs and feelers. It appears to the 
naked eye to be a greyiſh ſpeckled Spider being all over rough and 
hairy; the feelers have globular ends and are hairy.

was as if it was marbled or watered, and all over very hairy. The 


feelers had pointed knobs at the ends, of a ſhining black, and below 
that another knob, which made them look as if they had been turned 
by a Turner; it had fix ſmall eyes. This was a male Spider, and taken 
in the houſe at the latter end of April.

Tais Spider was of a black colour, with a ſmall tripe of lighter 
colour in the middle of the back, the upper part of the belly was lighter ; 
the feelers had pointed knobs at the ends; it had four eyes ſtanding as 


is expreſſed in the Plate. It was taken at the latter end of April, near 
Neington-Green.

T x18 Spider was of a hair- colour, the back was ſhort, the belly large, 
the upper fide of which was prettily marked with light colour in the 
middle, and dark on the ſides: theſe marks where ſo regularly placed, 
as made it appear as if jointed onthe back, it had a ſmall triangular ſpot 
in the middle, with a white line round it; and on the outſide of that

was taken in a moiſt place under a ſhed at the latter end of April.

THE eyes of Spiders ( in ſome two, in ſome I in ſome fix, 
and in ſome eight ) are placed in the forefront of their head, ( which 
is round and without any neck ) all diaphanous and tranſparent, like 
a locſtet of aramonds, &c : Neither do I wonder why providence ſhould 
be ſo anomalous in this animal, more than in any other ae know of, 
for firſt ſince they, wanting a neck, cannot move their head, it is re- 
quifite that defect ſhould be ſupplied by the multiplicity of eyes. Se- 
condly fince they are to live by catching ſo nimble a prey as a fly 
;s, they ought to ſee her every way, and to take her, per ſaltum 
{ as they do ) without any motion of the head to diſcover her; which 


motion would have ſcared away ſo timorous an inſect. Power's Microſc 
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Microſcopical Obſervations 
ON THE 5 
Carter Spider, and Jumping Spider; 
By the late Dr. Ho O KE, F. R. F. 


F carter, ſhepherd Spider, or long - legg'd Spider, has, for 
two particularities, very few ſimilar creatures that I have met 
9 with ; the firſt which is diſcoverable only by the microſcope, 
and is in = firſt, and ſecond figures of Plate XXXVII. plainly de- 
ſcrib d, is the curious contrivance of his eyes, of which ( diffeting 
from moſt other Spiders) he has only two, and thoſe plac'd upon 
the top of a ſmall pillar or hillock, riſing out of the middle of the 
top of its back, or rather the crown of its head; for they were fix d 
on the very top of this pillar (which is about the heighth of one of 
the tranſverſe diameters of the eye, and look'd on in another poſture, 
appear'd much of the ſhape B C D) the two eyes, B B, were placed 
back to back, with the tranſparent parts, or the pupils, looking towards 
either ſide, but ſomewhat more forward than backwards. C was the 
column or neck on which they ſtood, and D the crown of the head 
out of which the neck ſprung. 


THESE eyes, to appearance, ſeem d to be of the very ſame ſtruc. 
ture with that of larger binocular creatures, ſeeming to have a very 
ſmooth and very protuberant cornea, and in the fie of it to have 
a very black puple, incompaſſed about with a kind of grey iris, as ap- 
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pears by the Plate : whether it were able to move theſe eyes to and 
fro, I have not obſerv'd, but tis not very likely he thould, the pillar 
or neck C, ſeeming to be cover'd and ſtiffen d with a cruſty ſhell ; 

but nature, in all probability, has ſupply'd chat deſect, by making the 
cornea ſo very protuberant, and ſetting it ſo clear above the 3 
or obſtructing of its proſpect by the body, that tis likely each eye 
may perceive, though not fee diſtinctly, almoſt a hemifphere, whence 
having ſo ſmall and round a body plac'd upon ſuch long legs, it is 
quickly able ſo to wind, and turn it, as to ſee any thing diſtinct. 
This creature, as do all other Spiders I have yet examin'd, very much 
differs from moſt other inſets in the figure of its eyes; * J cannot, 
with my beſt microſcope, diſcover its eyes to be any ways knobb d 
or pearl'd like thoſe of other inſects. 


THE ſecond peculiarity which is obvious to the eye, is alſo very 
remarkable, and that is the prodigious length of its legs, in proportion 
to its ſmall round body, each leg of this I drew, being above ſixteen 
times the length of its whole body, and there are ſome which have 
them yet longer, and others that ſeem of the ſame kind, that have 
them a great deal ſhorter; the eight legs are each of them jointed, 
juſt like thoſe of a crab, but every of che parts are ſpun out 2323 
longer in proportion; each of theſe legs are terminated in a ſinall caſe or 
ſhell, ſhap'd almoſt like that of a muſcle-ſhell, as is evident in the third 
figure of the ſame Plate (that repreſents the appearance of the under 
part, or belly, of the creature) by the ſhape of the protuberant conical 
body IIII, &c. Theſe are, as twere, plac'd or faſten'd on to the ad 
tuberant body of the inſet, which is to be ſuppos d very high at M 
making a kind of blunt cone, whereof M is to be ſuppos d the Aer, 


about which greater cone of the body, the ſmaller cones of the legs are 
plac d, 
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plac'd, each of them almoſt reaching to the top in ſo admirable a man- 
ner, as does not a little manifeft the wiſdom of nature in the contri- 
vance; for theſe long leavers (as I may fo call them) of the legs, 
having not the advantage of a long end on the other fide of the Ho- 
mochlion, or centers, on which part of the legs move, muſt neceſſarily 
require a vaſt ſtrength to move them, and keep the body balanc'd and 
ſuſpended, infomuch, that if we ſhould ſuppoſe a man's body ſuſpend- 
ed by ſuch a contrivance, an hundred and fifty times the ſtrength of a 
man would not keep the body from falling on the breaſt. To ſup- 
ply therefore each of theſe legs with its proper ſtrength, nature hag 
allow'd to each a large cheſt or cell, in which is included a very large 
and ſtrong muſcle ; and thereby this little animal is not only able to 


ſuſpend its body upon leſs than theſe eight, but to move it very ſwiftly 


over the tops of graſs and leaves. 


No are theſe eight legs ſo prodigiouſſy long, but the ninth, and 
tenth, which are the claws, K K, are as ſhort, and ſerve inſtead of 
a proboſcis, for thoſe ſeem d very little longer than his mouth; each 
of them had three parts, but very ſhort, the joints K K, which repre- 
ſented the third, being longer than both the other. This creature, 
ſeems ( which I have ſeveral times with pleaſure obſeryv d) to throw its 
body upon the prey, inſtead of irs hands, not unlike a jumping Spider, 
which leaps like a cat at a mouſe. The whole fabrick was a very 
pretty one, and could I have diſſected it, I doubt not but I ſhould have 
found as many ſingularities within it as without; perhaps, for the moſt 
part, not unlike the parts of a crab, which this little creature does, in 
many things, very much reſemble, the curioſity of whoſe contrivance, 
I have in another place examin d. I omit the deſcription of the horns, 
AA, of the mouth, L L, which ſeem'd like that of a crab; the 
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ſpeckledneſs of his ſhell, which proceeded from a kind of feathers or 
hairs, and the hairineſs of his legs, his large thorax and little belly, and 
the like, they being manifeſted by the Plate ; and ſhall only take no- 
tice that the three parts of the body, namely, the head, and breaſt, 
and belly are in this creature ſtrangely confus'd, ſo that tis difficult 
to determin which is which, as they are alſo in a crab; and indeed, this 
leems to be nothing elſe, but an air-crab, being made more light and 
nimble, proportionable to the medium wherein it reſides; and as air 
ſeems to have but one thouſandth part of the body of water, ſo does 
this Spider ſeem not to be a thouſandth part of the bulk of a crab. 


TRE jumping Spider is a ſmall grey Spider, prettily beſpeck'd with 
black ſpors all over the body, which the microſcope diſcovers to be a 
kind of feathers like thoſe on butterflies wings, or the body of the 
white moth. Its gait is very nimble by fits, ſometimes running, and 
ſometimes leaping, like a graſhopper almoſt, then ſtanding ſtill, and 
ſetting itſelf on its hinder legs, it will very nimbly turn its body and 
look round itſelf every way: It had fix very conſpicuous eyes, two 
looking directly forwards, plac d juſt before; two other on either ſide 
of thoſe, looking forward and ſtde-ways ; and two other about the 
middle of the top of its back or head, which look backwards and ſide- 
wards ; tho theſe ſeem' d to be biggeſt. The ſurface of them all was 
very black, ſpherical, purely poliſh'd, reflecting a very clear and diſ- 
tinct image of all the ambient objects, ſuch as a window, a man's 
hand, a white paper, or the like. Some other properties of this Spider, 
obſer vd by the moſt accompliſh'd Mr. Evelyn, in his travels in Taly, 
are moſt emphatically ſet forth in the hiſtory hereunto annexed, which 
he was pleas d, upon my deſire, to ſend me in writing. 
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« Or all ſorts of inſects, there is none has afforded me more 
divertiſement than the venatores, which are a fort of lupi, that have 
their dens in the rugged walls, and crevices of our houſes; a ſmal! 


brown and delicately ſpoted kind of Spiders, whoſe hinder legs are 


longer than the reſt. 


« SUCH I did frequently obſerve at Rome, which eſpying a fly at 
three or four yards diſtance, upon the balcony (where I ſtood ) 
would not make directly to her, but crawl under the rail, till being 
arriv'd to the antipodes, it would ſteal up, ſeldom miſſing its aim; 
but if it chanced to want any thing of being perfectly oppoſite 
would, at firſt peep, immediately ſlide down again, till taking 
better notice, it would come the next time exactly upon the fly's 
back : but, if this happen d not to be within a competent leap, then 
would this inſect move ſo ſoftly, as the very ſhadow of the gno- 
mon ſeem'd not to be more imperceptible, unleſs the fly mov'd ; 
and then would the Spider move alſo in the ſame proportion, keep- 
ing that juſt time with her motion, as if the ſame ſoul had animated: 
both thoſe little bodies ; and whether it were forwards, backwards. 
or to either ſide, without at all turning her body, like a well man. 
aged horſe : but if the capricious fly took wing and pitch d upon 
another place behind our huntreſs, then would the Spider whirle its- 
body ſo nimbly about, as nothing could be imagin'd more fwift 
by which means, ſhe always kept the head towards her prey, 
though to appearance, as immovable, as if it had been a nail driver: 
into the wood, till by that indiſcernible progreſs (being arriv'd with- 
in the ſphere of her reach) ſhe made a fatal leap (ſwift as lightning) 


upon the fly, catching him in the pole, where the never quitted 
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« hold till her belly was full, and then carried the remainder home. 
“] have beheld them inſtructing their young ones, how to hunt, 
« which they would ſometimes diſcipline for not well obſerving ; 
e but when any of the old ones did (as ſometimes) mils a leap, they 
« would run out of the field, and hide themſelves in their crannies, 
as aſham'd, and haply not to be ſeen abroad for four or five hours 
« after : for 8 long have I watched the nature of this ſtrange inſect, 
the contemplation of whoſe ſo wonderful fagacity and addreſs has 
« amaz'd me; nor do I find in any chaſe whatſoever, more cunnin 
« and ſtraragem obſerv'd. I have found ſome of theſe Spiders in my 
C garden, when the weather ( towards the ſpring) is very hot, but 
chey are nothing ſo eager of hunting as they are in Ttaly ”. 


ALL kinds of Spiders ſeem to be creatures of prey, and to feed on 
other ſmall inſects, but their ways of catching them are very differing : 
the ſhepherd Spider by running on his prey ; the jumping Spider by 
leaping on it, other ſorts weave nets, or cobwebs, whereby they enſnare 
them , nature having both firted them with materials and tools, and 
taught them how to work and weave their nets, and lie perdue, and 
to watch diligently to .run on a fly as ſoon as ever entangled. 


THEIR thread or web ſeems to be ſpun out of ſome viſcous kind 
of excrement, lying in their belly, which, though ſoft when drawn 
out, is preſently, by reaſon of its ſmalneſs, hardned and dried by the 
ambient air. Examining ſeveral of which with my microſcope, I 
found them to appear much like white horſe-hair, or ſome ſuch tranſ- 
parent horny ſubſtance, and to be of very differing magnitudes ; ſome 
appearing as big as a pig's briſtle, others equal to a horſe-hair ; others 
no bigger than a man's hair; others yet ſmaller, and finer. I obſerv'd 

further, 
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further, that the radiating chords of the web were much bigger, and 
ſmoother than thoſe that were woven round, which ſeem'd ſmaller, 
and all over knotted or pearl'd, with {mall tranſparent globules, not 
unlike ſmall cryſtal beads, or ſeed pearls, thin ſtrung on a clew of 
ſilk ; which, whether they were ſo ſpun by the Spider, or by the ad- 
ventitious moiſture of a fog (which I have obſerv'd to cover all theſe 
filaments with ſuch cryſtalline beads) I will not diſpute. 


THESE threads were ſome of them ſo ſmall, that I could very 
plainly, with the microſcope, diſcover the ſame conſecutions of colour as 
in a priſm, and they ſeem'd to proceed from the ſame cauſe with thoſe 


colours which I have already deſcrib'd in thin plated bodies. 


Muc reſembling a cobweb, or a confus'd lock of theſe cylinders, 
is a certain white ſubſtance which, after a fog, may be obſerv'd to fly 
up and down the air ; catching ſeveral of thoſe, and examining them 
with my microſcope, I found them to be much of the ſame form, look- 
ing moſt like to a flake of worſted produc'd to be ſpun, though by what 
means they ſhould be generated, or produc'd, is not eaſily imagined : 
they were of the ſame weight, or very little heavier than the air; and 
Tis not unlikely, but that thoſe great white clouds, that appear all the 
ſummer time, may be of the ſame ſubſtance.

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Of the TARANTULA: by the Learned 
Dr. MEA. 


ESE HE Tarantula is a Spider of Apulia of the octonocular kind; 

| that is of that ſpecies that has eight eyes, and ſpins webs; it * 
eight legs, four on each ſide, and in each leg three joints; from 
the mouth proceed two darts, in ſhape juſt like to a hooked forceps, 
or crab's claws ; theſe are ſolid, and very ſharp, fo that they can eaſily 
Pierce the skin; and between thoſe and the ſore legs there are two 
little horns, i I ſuppoſe, do anſwer to thoſe bodies call d from 
their uſe in flies the feelers; becauſe as they do, ſo this creature is ob- 
| ſerved to move em very briskly when it approaches to its prey. 


' Tr1s, as other Spiders do, propagates its ſpecies by laying eggs, 
which are very numerous; ſo that there are found ſometimes in the 
female, when diſſected, a hundred or more; and theſe are hatcheq 
partly by the heat of the mother, partly by dun of the ſun, in about 


twenty or thirty days time. 


In the ſummer months, eſpecially when the heats are greateſt, as 
in the dog- days, the Tarantula creeping among the corn in the fields, 
bites the mowers and paſſengers. In the winter it lurks in holes, and 


s ſcarcely ſeen; and if it does bite then, it is not venomous, neither 
does it induce any ill * 


BUT in the hot ts; altho' the pain of its bite is at farſt no 
greater than what is cauſed by the ſting of a bee, yet the part quickly 
after is diſcoloured with a livid, black, or yellowiſh circle, and raiſed

to an inflam'd ſwelling ; the patient within a few hours is ſeized with 

a violent ſickneſs, difficulty of breathing, univerſal faintneſs, and ſome- 

times trembling with a weakneſs of the head; being asked what the 

ail is, makes no reply, or with a querulous voice, and melancholy 
look, points to his breaſt, as if the heart was moſt affected. 


DURING this mournful ſcene, all the uſual alexipharmic and cor- 
dial medicines are of no ſervice ; for, notwithſtanding their repeated ule, 
the patient growing by degrees more melancholy, ſtupid, and ſtrangely 
timorous, in a ſhort time expires; unleſs muſick be called to his aſſiſt- 
ance, which alone, without the help of medicine, performs the cure. 


FO R, at the firſt ſound of the muſical inſtrument, altho' the ſick 
lie, as it were, in an apoplectick fit, they begin by degrees to move 
their hands and feet, till at laſt they ger up, and fall to dancing with 
wonderful vigour, at firſt for three or four hours; then they are put to 
bed, refreſhed from their ſweating, for a ſhort time, and repeat the ex- 
erciſe with the ſame vehemence, perceiving no wearinels or weakneſs 


from it, but profeſſing they grow ſtronger and nimbler the more they 
dance. 


AT this ſport they uſually ſpend twelve hours a day, and it continues 
three or four-days ; by which time they are generally freed from all 
their ſymptoms, which do nevertheleſs attack em again about the ſame 
time. the next year; and if they do not take care to prevent this re- 
lapſe by muſick, they fall into a jaundice, want of appetite, univerſal 
weakneſs and ſuch like diſeaſes; which are every year increaſed, if 


dancing be'neglected, till at laſt they prove incurable.

As muſick is the common cure, ſo they who are bitten are pleas d, 
ſome with one fort of it, ſome with another; one is rais'd with a 
pipe, another with a timbrel ; one with a harp, another with a fiddle ; 
fo that the muſicians make ſometimes ſeveral eſſays before they can ac- 
commodate their art to the venom ; but this is conſtant and certain, 
notwithſtanding this variety, that they all require the quickeſt and 
briskeſt tunes, and are never moved by a ſlow, dull harmony. 


Wuarlrlr the Tarantati, or affected, are dancing, they loſe in a 
manner the uſe of all their ſenſes; like ſo many drunkards, do many 
ridiculous and fooliſh tricks; talk and act obſcenely and rudely, take 
great pleaſure in playing with vine leaves, with naked ſwords, and red 
cloths, and the like; and on the other hand can't bear the fight of any 
thing black; fo that if any by-ſtander happen to appear in that colour, 
he muſt immediately withdraw, otherwiſe they relapſe into their 
ſymptoms with as much violence as ever. 


IT may afford ſome light rowards underſtanding the nature of this 
poiſon, to obſerve that Apulia is the hotteſt part of all aly, lying 
eaſtward, and having all the ſummer long but very little rain to temper 
the heats, ſo that the inhabitants, as one of that country obſerves, do 
breath an air, as it were, out of a fiery furnace; hence their temper- 
ament is dry, and aduſt, as appears by their being generally lean, 
paſſionate, impatient, ready to action, quick-witted, very ſubject to in- 
flammatory diſtempers, phrenſies, melancholy, and the like; upon 
which account there are more mad people in this, than in all the other 
parts of Italy. As to the return of the ſymptoms the next year, that 
is owing to the ſame exceſſive heat in thoſe months, acting again upon 
the ſmall remains of the venomous ferment. Thoſe that are deſirous 
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to know more concerning the nature, of this ſtrange inſect, the effects 
of its venom, and the cauſes of thoſe ſurpriſing ſymptoms attending it, 
I refer to Dr. Mead s mechanical account of poiſons, from whence 
(with the author's leave) l have extracted this account of the Tarantula.

Of the Scorye1oN, By the ſame learned

F ſtinging animals the Scorpion is the chief, whoſe virus in 
a: different countries is more or leſs dangerous, according as tis 
cxalted by various degrees of heat; thus in 4f71co, particular- 
ly, its effects are fo dreadful, that as Leo tells us, the town Peſcara, 
there, is in a manner left deſolate by the inhabitants in the ſummer, by 
reaſon of the great abundance of theſe creatures, certain death fol- 
lowing their ſting.

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SOME of this deadly kind, exhibited in Plate XL, Heignior Redi, 
had ſent him from Tunis; and it being November, irritated them to 
ſing pigeons, pullets, &c. without any bad effect at all of their poiſon, 
but upon the approaching ſpring, one of them which had been kept all 


the winter, nay, eight months, without any food, and the wound of 


whoſe ſting before was harmleſs, ſtung to death two pigeons ſucceſ- 


ſively ; bur a third and fourth wounded in like manner, ſuffer'd no hurt. 
Vet having let the Scorpion reſt all night, he killed another pigeon the 


next morning. 
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AT the point of the ſting he very often could diſcern a ſmall drop of 


white liquor, which when the wound was made, entered into the fleſh. 


As this liquid venom is either not ſeparated from the blood into the 
cavity of the ſting, during the cold of winter, or at leaſt the Scorpion 
wants ſtrength at that time to throw it out with force and energy; ſo, 
even in the hot months, after it is exhauſted by two or three attacks, 
the ſting, is no longer hurtful, till the expenſe of this juice is recruited 
by time. 


"Tis very remarkable concerning this inſect, what an ingenious: 
gentleman, who lived ſeveral years in Barbary, told me he had many 
times tried; that if it be ſurrounded with a circle of burning coals, it 
does, upon the ſenſe of the heat, turn itſelf violently every way to make 
an eſcape ; but finding it impoſſible, and the pain from the fire increaſ- 
ing, it ſtrikes itſelf twice or thrice with the ſting on the back, and 
immediately dies of the wounds. 


As the viperine venom is the quinteſſence, and moſt active part of 
thoſe animal juices with which the Viper is nouriſhed, fo is alſo that of 
the Scorpion; for this inſect lives chiefly upon locuſts, c. And the 
ſame perſon from Barbary inform'd me, that ſeeing oftentimes locuſts 
ſticking up in the ground, as if they were ſer there, by looking, he found 
that ſome part of them was always eat away, and that thoſe places 
were the holes of Scorpions, who had dragg'd their prey thither, and fed 


on it as they had occaſion. 


IN like manner as the gnung ia viper ina cures the bite of the Viper, 
ſo alſo the oleum Scorpronum, or oil in which Scorpions have been in- 


fuſed, is a preſent remedy for the ſting of this creature.

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. Obſervations on the Fea, and LouskE;

EE HE ſtrength and beauty of the firſt of theſe, creatures, the 


flea, had it no other relation at all to man, would deſerve a: 
deſcription. 


Fo R its ftrength, the microſcope is able to make no greater diſco- 
veries of it than the naked eye, but only the curious contrivance of 
its legs and joints, for the exerting that ſtrength, is very plainly ma- 
nifeſted, ſuch as no other creature, I have yet obſerv'd, has any thing 
like it; for the joints of it are ſo adapted, that he can, as twere, fold 
them bir one within another, and ſuddenly ftrerch, or ſpring them- 
out to their whole length, that is, of the fore- legs, the part A of Plate, 
XLI. lies within B, and B within C parallel to, or fide by ſide each» 
other; but the parts of the two next, lie quite contrary, that is, D 
without E, and E without FP, but parallel alſo ; but the parts of the 
| hinder legs G, H and I, bend one within anorbera like the parts of a 
double jointed rule, or like the foot, leg, and thigh of a man; theſe ſix 
legs he clitches up all together, and when he leaps, ſprings them all. 


out, and thereby exerts his whole ſtrength at once. 


Bur, as for he beauty of it, the microſcope. Els it to be all. 
over adorn d with a curiouſly polifh'd ſuit of ſable armour, nearly joint- 
ed, and beſet with multitndes of ſharp pins, ſhap'd almoſt like por- 
cupine's quills, or bright conical ſteel- bodkins; the head is on either 
ſide beautify d with a quick and F. * eye K, behind each of 


which alſo appears a ſmall cavity, L, in Which he fy to move to 


and 
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and fro a certain thin film beſet with many ſmall tranſparent hairs, 
which probably may be his ears; in the forepart of his head, TAR 
the two fore-legs, he has two mal long jointed feelers, or rather ſmell- 
ers, M M, which have four joints, and are hairy, like thoſe of ſeveral 
other creatures; between theſe, it has a ſmall proboſcis, or probe, 
NNO, that ſeems to conſiſt of a tube N N, and a tongue or ſucker O, 
which I have perceiv'd him to flip in and out. Beſides theſe, it has 
two chaps or biters PP, which are ſomewhar like thoſe of an ant, but 
I could not perceive them tooth'd ; theſe were ſhap'd very like the 
blades of a pair of round top'd Sciſſers, and were opened and ſhut juſt 
after the ſame manner; with theſe inſtruments does this little buſie 
creature bite and pierce the skin, and ſuck out the blood of animals, 
leaving the skin inflamed with a fmall round red ſpot. Theſe parts are 
very difficult to be diſcovered, becauſe, for the moſt part, they lye 


covered between the fore-legs. There are many other particulars, 


which, beingmore obvious, and affording no great matter of inform- 
ation, I ſhall paſs by, and refer the reader to the Figure.

Of the Lous k. 


Is is a creature ſo officious, that 'twill be known to every 
one at one time or other, ſo buſie, and ſo impudent, that it 

will be intruding itſelf in every one's company, and ſo proud 
and aſpiring withal, that it fears not to trample on the beſt, and affects 
nothing ſo much as a crown ; feeds and lives very high, and that makes 


it ſo ſaucy, as to pull any one by the ears that comes in his way, and 


will never be quier till it has drawn blood : it is troubled ar nothing ſo 


much as at a man that ſcratches his head, as knowing that man is plot- 
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ting and contriving ſome miſchief againſt it, and that makes it often- 
times ſculk into ſome meaner and lower place, and run behind a man's 
back, though it go very much againſt the hair; which ill conditions of 
it having made it better known than truſted, would exempt me from 
making any turther deſcription 'of it, did not my faithful Mercury, 
my microſcope, bring me other information of it. For it has diſcover- 
ed to me, by means of a very bright light caſt on it, that it is a crea- 
ture of a very odd ſhape; it has a head ſhap'd like that expreſſed in 
Plate XLII, marked with A, which ſeems almoſt conical, but is a 
little flatted on the upper and under ſides, at the biggeſt part of which, 
on either ſide behind the head (as it were, being the place where other 
creatures ears ſtand) are placed its two black ſhining goggle eyes B B, 
looking backwards, and fenced round with ſeveral ſmall ci/;a or hairs 
that incompals it ſo that it ſeems this creature has no very good fore- 
ſight : It does not ſeem to have any eye-lids, and therefore perhaps its 
eyes were fo placed, that it might the better cleanſe them with its fore- 
legs; and perhaps this may be the reaſon, why they ſo much avoid and 
run from the light behind them ; for being made to live in the ſhady 
and dark receſſes of the hair, and thence probably their eyes having 
a great aperture, the open and clear light, e'pecially that of the ſun, 
muſt needs very much offend them; to ſec are theſe eyes from receiving 
any injury from the hairs through which it paſſes, it has two horns that 
grow, before it, in the place where one would have thought the eyes 
ſhould be; each of theſe C C hath four joints, which are fringed, as 
were, with ſmall briſtles, from which to the tip of its ſnout D, the 


head ſeems very round and tapering, ending in a very ſharp noſe D 


which ſeems to have a ſmall hole, and to be the paſſage through which 
he ſucks the blood. Now whereas it it be plac'd on its back, with its 
belly upwards, as it is in the Plate, it ſeems in ſeveral poſitions to 


have 
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have a reſemblance of chaps, or jaws, as is repreſented in the Plate by 
E E, yet in other poſtures thoſe dark ſtrokes diſappear ; and having 
kept ſeveral of them in a box for two or three days, fo that for all that 
time they had nothing to feed on, I found, upon letting one Creep on 
my hand, that it immediately fell to fucking, and did neither ſeem to 
thruſt its noſe very deep into the skin, or open any kind of mouth, 
but I could plainly perceive a ſmall current of blood, which came di- 
rectly from its ſnout, and paſt into its belly, and about A there ſeem'd 
a contrivance, ſomewhat reſembling a pump, pair of bellows, or heart, 
for by a very ſwift /y/tole and diaſtole the blood ſeem'd drawn from 
the noſe, and forced into the body. It did not ſeem at all, though 
I viewed it a good while as it was ſucking, to thruſt more of its noſe 
into the skin than the very ſnout D, nor did it cauſe the leaſt diſcernible 
pain, and yet the blood ſeem'd to run through its head very quick and 
freely, ſo that it ſeems there is no part of the skin but the blood is di- 
ſpers d into, nay, even into the caticula; for had it thruſt its whole 
noſe in from D to C ©, it would not have amounted to the ſuppoſed 
thickneſs of that tegument, the length of the noſe being not more than 
a three hundredth part of an inch. It has fx legs, covered with a 
very tranſparent ſhell, aud jointed exactly like a crab's, or lobſter's ; 
each leg is divided into fix parts by theſe joints, and thoſe have here 
and there ſeveral ſmall hairs; and at the end of each leg it has two 
claws, very properly adapted for its peculiar uſe, being thereby inabled 
to walk very ſecurely both on the skin and hair : and indeed this con- 
trivance of the feet is very curious, and could not be made more com- 
modiouſly and compendiouſly, for performing both theſe requiſite mo- 
tions; of walking and climbing up the hair of a man's head, than it is; 
for by having the leſſer claw (a) fer ſo much ſhort of the bigger (b) 


when

when it walks on the skin the ſhorter touches not, and then the feet are 
the ſame with thoſe of a mite, and ſeveral other ſmall inſets, but by 
means of the ſmall joints of the longer claw it can bend it round, and 
ſo with both claws take hold of a hair, in the manner repreſented in 


the Plate, the long tranſparent cylinder F F F, being a man's hair held 


by it. 


THE thorax ſeem'd cas'd with another kind of ſubſtance than the 
belly, namely, with a thin tranſparent horny ſubſtance, which upon 
the faſting of the creature did not grow flaccid ; through this I could 
plainly ſee the blood, ſuck d from my hand, to be variouſly diſtribut- 
ed, and mov'd to and fro; and about G there ſeem d a pretty big 
white ſubſtance, which ſeem'd to be moved within its thorax ; beſides, 
there appear'd very many ſmall milk-white veſſels, which croſt over 
the breaſt between the legs, out of which, on either ſide, were many 
ſmall branchings; theſe ſeem d to be the veins and arteries, for that 
which is analogus to blood in all inſects is milk-white. 


THE belly is covered with a tranſparent ſubſtance likewiſe, but more 
reſembling a skin than a ſhell, for tis grain'd all over the belly juſt 
like the skin in the palms of a man's hand, and when the belly is 
empty, grows Very flaccid and wrinkled ; at the upper end of this 
is placed the ſtomach H H, and perhaps alſo the white ſpot I I may 
be the liver or pancreas which by the periſtaltick motion of the guts, 
is a little mov'd to and fro, not with a ſyſtole and diaſtole, but rather 
with a thronging or juſtling motion. Viewing one of theſe creatures, 
after it had faſted two days, all the hinder part was lank and flaccid, 
and the white ſpot I I hardly mov'd, moſt of the white branchings 


L diſappear d 
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diſappear d, and moſt alſo of the redneſs or ſacked blood in the 


S, 
the periſtaltick motion of which was ſcarce diſcernible but a 


ſuffering it to ſuck, it preſently fill d the skin of the belly, and of 
the fix ſcolop d emboſments on either ſide, as full as it could be 
ſtuft; the ſtomach and guts were as full as they could hold; the 
periſtaltick motion of the guts grew quick, and the juſtling motion of 
II accordingly ; multitudes of milk-white veſſels ſeem d quickly filled, 
and turgid, which were perhaps the veins and arteries, and the creature 
was ſo greedy, that though it could not contain more, yet it continued 
lacking as faſt as ever, and as faſt emptying it ſelf behind: the digeſt- 
ion of this creature muſt needs be very quick, for though I perceived 
the blood thicker and blacker when ſuck d, yet, when in the guts, it 
was of a very lovely ruby colour, and that part of it, which was digeſt- 
ed into the veins, ſeem'd white; whence it appears, that a further 
digeſtion of blood may make it milk, at leaft of a reſembling colour: 
What elſe is obſervable in the Figure of this creature, may be ſeen 
in the Plate. 


As theſe vermin are natural to the bodies of the human ſpecies, 
fo likewiſe, moſt birds of different kinds, ſome ſorts of fiſh, and many 
kinds of quadrupeds have their particular forts of fleas, and lice, proper 
and peculiar to themſelves, and manifeſtly differing from each other. 
Sezonior Redi, having delineated fome of thele ; I think it will not 
be foreign to the Subject, to relate the diſcoveries (he tell us) he 
made, by the advantage of a great many experiments. 


Ix the hawk (ſays he) I've obſerved three diſtinct ſorts of fleas, and

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a fort of birds that have either the ſame ſort of fleas, or ſome that are 
very like them. The golden-eagle, and the bird by the Traltians 
. call'd vaccaio from its keeping company with cows, as well as the 
keſtrel, have very large ones : which laſt named bird hath alſo another 
ſort of fleas no ways diftering in ſhape from thoſe of the raven, bur 
of another colour; and the raven others very like the leſſer ſort of lice 
found upon the ret. Some of the buſtard's fleas, if view'd at a diſt- 
ance, very much reſemble thoſe found upon the egret. On the wood- 
pecker and chaffinch I have ſeen fleas reſembling thoſe of the ſtarling, 
and on the wild-duck of the larger kind, much the ſame ſort of fleas 
with thoſe of the wild-gooſe. In the feathers of a crane are to be 
found neſts of white lice, marked, as it were with arabic or algebraic

characters. Farther, it is remarkable that the bigneſs of each bird's 


fleas bears not adequate proportion to the bigneſs of the birds they are 
found upon ; but amongſt the larger kind of birds may be found a 


leſſer and larger ſort of fleas of a different kind; and I remember chat 


I have ſeen fleas upon a blackbird as large as thoſe found upon a ſwan. 


I x you view fleas when upon their feet, there is not the leaſt ap. 
pearance of a mouth to be diſcovered, but if you turn them upon their 
backs, you may diſcern the fatuation of their mouth plac'd on the un- 
derſide of the proboſcis or trunk, in the form of a pair of pinchers, 
much reſembling that of che waod-louſe. In a word, there is ſuch a 
wonderful variety of fleas of diſtin& forts, ſo ſtrangely different one 
from another, that I thought it much better to exhibit em drawn upon 


copper Plates than to give the reader a long and tedious deſcription of 


them. As to their colour, tis generally the ſame, or very near that 
of the feathers of the birds on which they are found. Tis true J 


muſt own I'm of opinion (which experience countenanceth ) that fleag 


when 
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when they are firſt bred, out of nits are white; but, as they grow 
bigger, by degrees aſſume other colours, yet ſo that preſerving the tranſ- 
parency of their bodies. By the help of a microſcope, the motion of 
their entrails, and circulation of their juices may very. plainly be 


diſcerned. 


Ox thoſe larger kind of Spiders, Plate (XXXV,) Marian tell us 
ſhe found very many on the tree Guajava, in which they make neſts, 
repreſenting a caterpiller's web. They are cover d all over with hair, 
arm'd beſides with ſharp pointed teeth, with which they give danger- 
ous wounds, infuſing ſome liquid marter from them at the ſame time. 
Piſmires are their common food ; in ſcarcity of which they take the 
little birds out of their neſts, and ſuck out all the blood of their little 
bodies. 'They ſhed their coats now and then, juſt as caterpillers do, 
yet were never obſery'd to change into the volatile kind. I take this 
Spider to be the male to N'. 173. 
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
